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TRADE FIGHTS IT 


Heated Exchange at 
Hearing on Building 
Proposals — Pros- 
pects for Passage 
Now Are Dim.

Six major redevelopers in the 
St. Louis area last night urged 
speedy passage of the proposed 
new building code for St. Louis, 
contending the code was essen- 
tial to cheaper, quicker and 
more attractive construction. 

The redevelopers, who repre- 
sent current projects totaling 
more than $300,000,000, stated at 
a public hearing conducted by 
the aldermanic committee on 
public safety that only by adop- 
tion of the code could St. Louis 
compete on equal terms with 
other cities for redevelopment 
funds. 

The code drew sharp fire, how- 
ever, from representatives of the 
brick laying and masonry trade, 
who argued that types of con- 
struction which have not been 
adequately tested for safety 
would be permitted. 

Prospects that the code would 
be adopted at the current ses- 
sion of the Board of Aldermen 
were dim. The board is sched- 
uled to adjourn March 24. Com- 
mittee Chairman Alfred I. Har- 
ris said the committee would 
make every effort to move as 
quickly as possible on the code, 
but added it would take some 
time to study all the proposed 
amendments. No further public 
hearings are planned at this 
time, he said. 

Heated Arguments. 


The hearing several times di- 
gressed into heated arguments 
over the relative merits of brick 
as opposed to panel siding. Three 
representatives of the masonry 
trade, backed up by Alderman 
Harris, repeatedly challenged 
proponents of the code to furnish 
statistics showing that panel sid- 
ing is more economical or as 
safe as brick siding. 

The proposed code, known as 
a performance code, does not 
specify what types of materials 
may be used, on.duen ie pene 
ent code, Certain standards of 
safety, strength, fire resistance, 
serviceability and durability 
must be met, however, before 
any building material would be 
permitted to be used. Many 
cities in the country have 
adopted similar codes. 

When the was completed 
last September submitted to 
the aldermen, Joseph Cousin, 
executive secr of the AFL- 
CIO Building Construction 
Trades Council and a member 
of the code-drafting committee, 
told the Post-Dispatch some 
crafts would be hurt by the 
new provsions and some would 
be helped. However, he added 
that this should not be permitted 
to halt progress. 

Havey’s Attitude. 

Similarly, Leo F. Havey, busi- 
ness representative of the Brick- 
layers’ Union, told the Post- 
Dispatch then the brick and 
stone masons had no objection 
to the use of such wall materials 
as metal paneling. Declaring the 
use of modern materials would 
speed building activity here, he 
said: *‘We must accept that new 
materials will be developed and 
used and will not protest against 
their use for that reason.” 

He had added, however, that 
the bricklayers probably would 
have some amendments to sug- 
gest after a more complete study 
of the code. These might con- 
cern fire resistance and struc-

Man Micdingy in New 
Jersey Said to Admit 
Taking Life of Child 


in Tenement. 


TOMS RIVER, N.J., Feb. 28 
(AP) — Fred Thompson, chief 
suspect in the sex-killing of 4- 
year-old Edith Kiscorius, was 
seized here today and New Jer- 
sey state police said he admitted 
the crime. 

The 59-year-old suspect in the 
New York killing of the girl was 
picked up after he applied for 
a job as a laborer on a farm 
operated by Max Pesko in near- 
by Manchester township. 

Pesko thought the man; who 
gave his name as “John An- 
drews,”” resembled Thompson 
and Pesko notified police. 

State Police Capt. Jacob J. 
Harris said Thompson broke 
dowr and admitted his identity 
and the killing after police 
checked his fingerprints with 
New York police. A British ac- 
cent and a scar also helped in 
the identification. 

Harris said Thompson gave 
them the following account of 
the killing: 

After being drunk for several 
days, Thompson went out into 
the street last Wednesday and 
saw the Kiecorius girl. He lured 
her to his tenement room on the 
pretext of having her visit a sick 
child of his. 

When he got her into his room 
he started to molest her, She 
screamed and he began to choke 
her. He struck her head on the 
floor and the wall, raped her, 
and then left his room. He spent 
the next three days in a Bowery 
house. 

Monday morning, Thompson 
took a bus to Philadelphia where 
he applied for a job with an 
employmetn agency. The agency 
sent him to the Pesko farm. 

The girl’s body was found 
Sunday after an extensive 
search. 

Harris said Thompson was 
questioned for four hours be- 
fore he admitted killing the 
child.

Unhurt,

Patrolman Stanley Beck of the | 
Central-Carr street district was 
knocked down early today by a 
bullet which struck a button on 
the upper left pocket of his uni- 
form coat, directly over the 
heart. He suffered a bruised 
chest, but otherwise was unhurt. 


The shooting occurred at 1:25 
a.m. at a tavern at 1440 North 
Broadway where Beck and his 
partner, Patrolman Leroy Scog- 
gins, were making an investiga- 
tion. The bullet came from the 
street, penetrating a plate glass 
window before striking Beck. 

Beck regained his feet and 
with Scoggins rushed outside. 
They saw an automobile back- 
ing up rapidly in front of the 
tavern. 
to make a U-turn 
the officers reached the car be- 
fore he could get away. 


Appeal for Help. 

Police said the driver, who 
identified himself as Willie Law- 
rence, 22 years old, 8100 block 
of Hicks avenue, Richmond 
Heights, cursed Beck and Scog- 
gins, and resisted arrest. Law- 
rence was pulled out of the car 
and the officers sent a radio 
appeal for assistance. 

Three of six persons in the 
automobile wrestled with the of- 
ficers before being subdued, 
police said. In addition to Law- 
rence, his brother, Robert Law- 
rence, 20, of the same address, 
and Linvel Jenkins, 25, 
block of Elinore street, Rich- 
mond Heights, were charged 
with resisting arrest. 

The resistance ended when 
other police cars reached the 
scene. Two women and a man 
sitting in the rear of the car 
made no effort to resist arrest. 


Under a seat of the automobile 
police found a .32-aliber re- 
volver with three discharged 
and two loaded shells and a 
loaded .38-caliber revolver. The 
six occupants of the car denied 
knowing anything about the 
weapons or the shot fired into 


the tavern. 


Treated at Hospital. 


The Lawrence brothers and 
Jenkins were treated at City 
Hospital for bruises and lacera- 
tions, Patrolman Beck, 27, of 
1300 South Eighteenth street, 
was treated for a chest bruise. 
A physician said the button un- 
doubtedly had saved his life. 


All six were booked suspected 
of assault with intent to kill and 
carrying concealed weapons. 
They also were ordered to appear 
in police court today for dis- 
charging firearms. The Law- 
rence brothers and Jenkins also 
were charged with resisting ar- 
rest. Police said all had been 
drinking. 

Daniel Seedy, owner of the 
tavern, had requested Beck and 
Scoggins to accompany him to 
his parked automobile because 
he was carrying money. The of- 
ficers were working in a cruising 
patrol.

Kalonji Sign Pact to 
Combat Stanleyville 
Faction — Drive on 
Leopoldville Fading. 


Feb. 28 (AP)—The three major 
Congolese leaders outside the 
control of the Stanleyville rebel 
government signed a military 
agreement today to pool their 
troops to combat the ‘“‘commu- 
nist dictatorial regime” at Stan- 
leyville. 


The agreement unites—militar- 
ily at least—President Moise 
Tshombe’s secessionist Katanga 
government and the central gov- 
ernment of President Joseph 
Kasavubu with Albert Kalonji’s 
mining state of South Kasai. 

Signing the agreement at 
Tshombe’s residence were Kal- 
onji, Tshombe and Premier Jo- 
seph Ileo of the Leopoldville gov- 
ernment. 


As they signed, a force of left- 


ist rebels was reported with- 


drawing a spearhead pointing | 
toward Leopoldville. 
Williams Meets Kasavubu. 

Meanwhile, at Leopoldville, == 
Kasavubu had a half hour's pri- 
vate talk with G. Menfien Wil- 
liams, touring United States As- 
sistant secretary of state for 
African affairs. He was said to 
have told Williams that the 
Congolese government is not 
waging a cold war against the 
United Nations. 

Williams assured Kasavubu of | 
President Kennedy’s continued 
support for the Leopoldville 
government against the Stanley- | 
ville regime. Kasavubu was said 
to have asserted his will to co- 
operate with the U.N if it con- 
sults with and works with the 
Congo central government. 

U.N. spotter planes reported 
Antoine Gizenga’s troops pulled 
out of the base they set up in 
Luluabourg, leaving their ad- 
vance units stranded. Thus the 
military threat to Leopoldville 
seemed to have faded away—at 
least temporarily—as suddenly 
as it. ie 
The troops ‘from Stanleyville, 
where political heirs of the late 
Patrice Lumumba hold sway, 
had occupied Luluabourg Fri- 
day after traveling halfway 
across The Congo. Luluabourg 
is about 500 miles east of Leo- 
poldville. Advance units had 
pushed on 100 miiles or more to- 
ward the capital. 


Change in Attitude. 


U.N. reports said the rebels 
appeared to have lost heart after 
being ordered off Luluabourg 
airport by Ghanaian troops of 
the United Nations. 

In addition, a U.N. spokesman 
said, they seemed to have be- 
come suspicious of negotiations 
going on between their own of- 
ficers and officers of the Lulua- 
bourg garrison. After that, the 
spokesman said, “they just dis- 
appeared.” Later they were seen 
from aircraft, heading north 
along the road back home in 
trucks. 

They left behind their com- 
manding officer and another 
officer who sought refuge with 
the U.N. The U.N. is also har- 
boring the Loyalist commander 
of the Luluabourg garrison, who 
sought refuge when the leftists 
arrived. 

Reports fro Luluabourg yester- 
day said some of the rebels had 
been disarmed by the Lulua- 
bourg garrison. These Lulua- 
bourg troops, who last weekend 
willingly moved over to the Lu- 
mumbists’ side, seemed by 
yesterday to be swinging their 
loyalty back to Leopoldville. 

Details of Agreement. 


The military pact signed today 
brings together the squabbling 
anti-Communist leaders in The 
Congo—at least for the time be- 
ing. The agreement called for 
the establishment of permanent 
political contacts for political 
and military co-operation and 
said the military authorities of 
Katanga, South Kasai and Leo-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—For 
the first time in a year, the cost 


of living dropped last month. 


of Labor reported today that its 
consumer price index fell one- 
tenth of 1 per cent below De- 
cember’s record level, reaching 
127.4 per cent of the 1947-49 base 
period. It remained 1.6 per cent 
higher than it was in January 
of 1960. 


The last drop in the index oc- 
curred between December 1959 
and January 1960 when it also 
declined one-tenth of 1 per cent, 
Since that time it has risen ev- 
ery month except last Augtst 
when it remained at the July 
lovel. 

Not Linked to Recession. 

Robert J. Myers, deputy chief 
of the Bureau of Labor Stateis- 
tics, said the slight fall in prices 
last month could not properly 
be ascribed to the country's 
economic- recession, He attri- 
buted some of the decline to 
winter weather, which he said 
has put a damper on buying. 
He noted also that the amount 
of change was small, in line 
with the pattern of December- 
to-January changes. 

He predicted there would be 
little shift in the index when 
figures for this month are ana- 
lyzed and reported in about four 
weeks. He forecast that prices 
of foods, automobiles and gas- 
oline might show some decline 
in February but that rents and 
the cost of various services 
would rise. 

The current figures mean that 
it required $12.74 to buy the 
same amount of goods and serv- 
ices that could be bought for $10 
in the base period. 

Apparel Prices Key Factor. 

Principal factor accounting 
for last month's drop was a con- 
tinuation of a downward trend in 
apparel prices which has been 
evident since November. Aver- 
age prices of wearing apparel 
dropped 1.1 per cent although

BRITAIN, ICELAND

LONDON, Feb. 28. — Britain 
and - Iceland announced ast 
night they had agreed on terms 
to end their dispute over Ice- 
land’s limits for fishing off its 
coast. 

Destroyers, gunboats and fish- 
ing trawlers have been involved 
in. the dispute. The controversy 
began with Iceland’s declaration 
in September 1958 of a 12-mile 
territorial sea limit and its ex- 
clusion of Bfitish trawlers from 
that zone, 

Britain refused to recognize 
Iceland’s unilateral right to ex- 
tend its territorial waters and 
sent warships to protect British 
vessels in the disputed waters, 
which abound in fish. 

The agreement provides that 
Britain will no longer object to 
a 12-mile fishing zone. In return, 
Iceland will permit British ves-

SOUTH KOREAN ASSEMBLY 
RATIFIES NEW US, AID PACT 


SEOUL, Feb. 28 (AP) — The 
National Assembly today over- 
whelmingly ratified the new 
United States-South Korean aid 
agreement as thousands of stu- 
dents demonstrated against the 
pact in Taegu, the nation’s third 
largest city. 

The agreement, bitterly criti- 
cized by some: Koreans as an 
infringement on South Korea’s 
sovereignty, went in effect im- 
mediately, The legislature’s up- 
per house approved it 34 to 0, 
the lower house 133 to 1. 

Hapdong news agency said 
20,000 participated in the demon- 
stration which followed a rally 
commemorating the first student 
protest marches against the 
Syngman Rhee regime one year 
ago in Taegu.

Early types will be suborbital, 
but it will achieve orbital capa- 
bility as its concept and design 
are proven, he stated. 

A pilot of the craft would have 
to acquire new and unprece- 
dented skills in maneuvering 
and controlling the Dyna-Soar, 
which in orbit would be travel- 
ling about 18,000 miles an hour, 
he said. However, the pilot 
through the use of retro-rockets 
could safely re-enter the atmos- 
phere at any time he selects. 

A manned maneuverable space 
vehicle could perform a variety

As a lover of music, I find the 
current renewal of the uncertainty 
about the fate of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra even more disturb- 
ing.than in years past. 


Unquestionably there is a con- 
siderable measure of public apathy 
toward the orchestra. 


This leads almost inevitably to 
speculation as to why some tax 
support could not be given to the 
orchestra. Naturally, the public 
probably would demand something 
free for the tax support given. Per- 
haps that could be handled in a 
variety of free concerts or other 
services. 


However, to win approval of tax 
support, there undoubtedly would 
have to be some changes in atti- 
tudes on the part of the Symphony 
Society management, as well as the 
public. My own suggestion would 
be (1) employment of a conductor 
of such stature that he would bring 
distinction to the musical fare; (2) 
employment of a manager of the 
greatest promotional skill and tact, 
who would devote his full time to 
the. promotion of the orchestra’s 
acceptance and to the expansion of 
its season and usefulness to the 
community. 


It is my earnest hope that the 
necessary decisions will be taken 
td bring about some greater assur- 
ance of continuity in the orchestra, 
dnd I know that some of those deci- 
gions are going to be extremely 
distasteful to some persons of long 
gssociation with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Society. 

‘But it’s our orchestra, as much 
as theirs. And I think we can prove 
at-the box office that we appreciate 
a good thing, if we get it with 
greater consistency.

Labor Problems Aloft 


The three-man commission which President 

Kennedy appointed to solve the differences 
involving the flight engineers and the air- 
lines faces a most difficult task. It must deal 
with complex union and technological factors 
in one of the nation’s three biggest and most 
swiftly changing industries. The answers that 
are sought must fit today’s immediate prob- 
lems and yet not conflict with the trend to- 
ward automation. 
' The central issue facing the President's 
commission is whether to apply to all air- 
lines the principles applied to United Air Lines 
by the National Mediation Board in the ruling 
that brought on the strike. The board hzaid 
that the 600 engineers and the 1500 pilvts of 
United should yote together to decide 
whether the Air Line Pilots Association or 
the Flight Engineers International Associa- 
tion should represent them. The outcome of 
such a vote could hardly be in doubt. The 
engineers naturally feared that their union 
would disappear and that their seniority 
rights would be infringed if this rule were 
applied to all airlines. 

United, however, was in many ways a spe- 
cial case. All but 17 of its engineers are 
trained also as pilots. In fact, the way to be- 
come a pilot on United is first to become a 
flight engineer. United asks its flight deck 
crews to act as a team, each man able to 
handle the duties of another in emergencies. 
In such circumstances the craft differences 
between engineer and pilot tend to disappear, 
along with the justification for separate 
unions. 

But this is not true of other air lines. 
Where a distinct craft difference persists, it 
would be unfair to require, in effect, that 
engineers pay the penalty, in lost seniority 
or lost jobs, for a temporary surplus among 
pilots. The United principle of an integrated 
crew seems to us a good one, but in moving 
toward it the rights of both engineers and 
pilots must be respected. 

The sticking point is in negotiating and 
guaranteeing fair integration of a seniority 
list. The pilots’ union has many times said 
that this could be accomplished. But it was 
not accomplished on Continental Airlines, and 
the engineers in 1958 struck against Eastern 
Air Lines after Eastern sought to require 
that engineers be pilot qualified. They won 
that strike after turning to the Teamsters 
for financial backing. There remains the pos- 
sibility that the Teamsters, who in the past 
have made overtures to both pilots and engi- 
neers, might make considerable gains in the 
present trouble. 

If the three college professors picked by 
Mr. Kennedy can find a way out of this forest 
of union rivalry and technological problems, 
the general. public will be deeply indebted 
to them. 


Self-Protection 


The United States Supreme Coyrt has 
strengthened the rights of citizens under a 
90-year-old law. James Monroe, his wife and 
six children had filed suit in a federal court 
for damages from the City of Chicago and 
six Chicago policemen who ransacked their 
apartment early one morning in 1958 and 
struck members of the family. Two courts 
held against the Monroes. But Justice Doug- 
las, speaking for the Supreme Court, ruled 
that the 1871 Civil Rights Act authorized 
damage suits as relief against public officials 
who violate individual rights. The Monroes 
cannot sue the city, however. 

In recent years the Reconstruction period 
law has beén used for federal prosecution of 
some rights violators. But the power to seek 
redress for the citizens whose rights are de- 
nied.is particularly important. It is, in a 
sense, a power of self-protection. Law en- 
forcement authorities are now on notice to 
respect the laws that they are enforcing, lest 
they answer for abuses in person. 


An Expert to Head I.C.A. 


President Kennedy made a wise decision 
in selecting Henry R. Labouisse as director of 
the International Co-operation Administra- 
tion, an important government agency that 
has too often been treated as an orphan. -Mr. 
Labouisse is a professional in this general 
field, and is better known to the experts than 
to the public. If given presidential backing, 
which seems assured, he should be able to 
bring much-needed prestige to the I.C.A. 

Mr. Labouisse was associated with the 
Marshall Plan and the World Bank, but he 
came to the attention of. diplomats (and con- 
gressmen of both parties) through his splen- 
did work directing the United Nations pro- 
gram for nearly a million Palestinian refugees 
in the Middle East. The high regard in which 
he is held is indicated by the fact that he was 
recommended for the LC.A. post just two 
years ago by the Republican Under Secretary 
of State, C. Douglas Dillon, who is now Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

That appointment was blocked by Meade 
Alcorn, the chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, who complained that Mr. 
Labouisse. had registered as a Democrat in 
the 1940 presidential election. Thus for two 
years the government was denied the serv- 
ices of this capable man through childish 
partisanship. It must have been unusually 
staisfying for the Senate to confirm Mr. 
Labouisse a few days ago. 


New West Irian Pressure? 


The news that arms valued at 300 million 
dollars are going to Indonesia from the Com- 
munist bloc suggests that the Soviet Union is 
continuing its policy of international mis- 
chief-making. Indonesia does not need weap- 
ons in this amount for self-defense or to pre- 
serve internal order. Dutch alarm. over the 
possibility that the military supplies may in 
some way be used against Netherlands New 
Guinea is understandable. 

Indonesia claims this territory, called West 
Irian by Indonesians, and for several years 
has crusaded for its “return.” Indonesian of- 
ficials deny the charge that they have used 
the West Irian cry to distract attention from 
domestic economic failures. Yet Indonesia 
has not been able to put its own house in 
order and expansion is illogical, even if a 
legal case can be made for it. West Irian 
would be only an additional burden on the 
Indonesian economy. : 

It is to be hoped the Dutch apprehensions 
are groundless, for an attempt to take West 
Irian by force would produce another conflict 
in the pattern of Laos and The Congo. More- 
over, it would not strengthen Indonesia’s 
claim. Indonesia does not need West Irian, 


but if its claim is sound it will be able w 
obtain the territory sooner or later by peace 
ful means. There is no reason whatever for 
hurry, or for military pressure. 

President Kennedy will have a fine op- 
portunity to present the United States view 
when Indonesian President Sukarno visits 
him in Washington in April. Mr. Kennedy 
issued an unusually cordial invitation, and 
the visit is expected to increase Dr. Su- 
karno’s prestige. The United States is neutral 
on West Irian, but Indonesia regards the 
United States as pro-Dutch. Dr. Sukarno 
knows well how the United States supported 
Indonesian independence and would consider 
seriously any assurances by Mr. Kennedy. 


Hospitals and Headaches 


The appointment of Dr. Kenneth R. Nelson 
as St. Louis hospital commissioner should go 
a long way toward eliminating any such dif- 
ficulties in the city’s health institutions as 
Charles W. Betcher cited in his resignation 
as administrator of the Malcolm Bliss Mental 
Health Center. 

Perhaps Mr. Betcher’s complaints, particu- 
larly about the relationship with the Wash- 
ington University medical school, were ex- 
acerbated by the tensions of an imperfect 
administrative organization. And the fact 
that St. Louis has been without a hospital 
commissioner since the death of Dr. Hen- 
nerich in 1956 is prima facie evidence of 
administrative weakness. 

That this post was unfilled for so long is 
directly traceable to the $10,000 ceiling on 
city salaries which was lifted only by the 
charter amendment adopted last August. It 
simply was impossible to get top-flight men 
for top positions at so low a salary. 

Better pay for a hospital commissioner— 
Dr. Nelson is to receive $14,774, a home and 
certain perquisites to start — will not by 
itself solve all problems. The best commis- 
sioner will be limited by staff and facilities. 

That is why the city may congratulate it- 
self on having within its limits medical 
schools of the quality of Washington and St. 
Louis universities. They have made teaching 
hospitals of the city’s institutions, thus solv- 
ing much of the staff problem and assuring 
better than average care. Yet the Betcher 
resignation is a reminder that relations be- 
tween the schools and the hospitals can go 
awry. The new commissioner certainly will 
seek a satisfactory arrangement with the 
schools, always remembering that the first 
obligation of a tax-supported hospital is the 
care of its patients. 

Beyond this, there is the problem of the 
physical condition of the institutions, espe- 
cially the Chronic Hospital. Here again a 
lack of sufficient funds is at the root of the 
trovble. It has forced the adoption of make- 
shifts. Perhaps too few of us ever go near 
the hospitals. The fight against pain, disease 
and death is an obligation which no self- 
respecting community dares shirk. 


The Last Chance 


A bill to save Missouri both money and 
scenery is scheduled for a hearing by the 
House Roads Committee in Jefferson City 
Wednesday evening. This is a measure to 
regulate billboards along controlled -access 
highways. A similar measure backed by 
the State Highway Commission was killed in 
committee two years ago; now it represents 
two last chances for the state and ought to 
be passed. 

Missouri has a last chance to share in the 


-federal bonus for billboard controls on the 


interstate highway system. Congress put a 
time limit on this offer of July 1, 1961. Un- 
less the state accepts federal billboard regu- 
latory standards by that time, Missouri will 
lose a virtual gift of federal highway funds. 
The measure’s sponsor, Representative Tom 
Baker of Stoddard county, estimates the 
bonus at a million dollars annually. If Con- 
gress adopts the billboard program just an- 
nounced by President Kennedy, Missouri’s 
bonus might be doubled. 

Missouri also has a last chance to keep its 
new interstate highways from becoming bill- 
board alleys as so many other roads already 
have become. The interstate system is under 
construction now. Outdoor advertising inter- 
ests regard it as a golden opportunity. Un- 
less the billboards are regulated before the 
highways are built, the boards and the roads 
will be built almost together. And a little 
more of the beauty of Missouri will be lost 
to public view. It is the last chance to save 
that beauty which, even more than the 
money, ought to induce the Legislature to 
accept billboard controls. 


More Trouble in Africa 


The average American’s interest in Africa 
is concentrated these days on The Congo and 
Algeria. Yet an unusually troublesome situa- 
tion has been building up for some time in 
the Federation of Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, especially in 
Northern Rhodesia. Dissatisfied with free- 
dom-extending proposals made in London, 
the Federation has called out white Terri- 
torials. And Prime Minister Macmillan has 
opened a series of conferences to discuss 
ways of avoiding civil war. 

It will take all the wisdom of London and 
all the forbearance of the native nationalists 
to avoid an explosion, since the uropeans 
in the region, many of them there for several 
generations, have adopted a line which is a 
cross between the. policies of South Africa 
and the French colons in Algeria. 

Thus Sir Roy Welensky, the hulking prime 
minister of the Federation, says: “I am de- 
termined to stop the tide of African national- 
ism.” That was after five ministers resigned 
in protest against proposals by British Colo- 
nial Secretary Ian Macleod for the election 
of more native legislators. 

Followers ef the Prime Minister assert that 
the Negroes are divided by tribal loyalties 
and not nearly well enough educated for gov- 
ernmental responsibility. Their fears of an- 
other Congo are real enough since they have 
dwelt on them so long. At bottom, they are 
like the colons in their unwillingness to lose 
control over what they have built up. 

Perhaps London erred in countenancing 
the establishment of the Federation with its 
clashing populations, conceiving it as a bar- 
rier to South African racist expansion. On 
the whole, however, its influence has been 
on the side of moderation. With the suppert 
of the vari-colored members of ommon- 
wealth, it may be able to bring the extremists 
into the way of reason. Surely the Sir Roy 
Welenskys should avoid a racial struggle in 
which the odds would be ‘against them.

The Russians, despite their unde- 
clared program, clearly have similar 
plans for the same period. They will 
be similar because the graduation 
from near-earth satellites, to hard, 
and then soft, landings on the moon, 
in parallel with deep space penetra- 
tions into the solar system, is a logi- 
cal and reasonable evolution of tech- 
nique. The Russian concentration of 
effort may well enable them to reach 
mene milestones ahead of anyone 
else. - 


The Americans and Russians clearly 
view the space around our earth as 
a future battlefield. One may or may 
not visualize spacecraft tossing hydro- 
gen bombs at each other, but the 


plain fact is that America is spending 
$400,000,000 to $500,000,000 this fiscal 
year, in developing military applica- 
tions. These range over systems to 
provide early warning of ballistic 
rocket launching, reconnaissance of 
enemy territory, military communi- 
cation satellites, military navigation 
satellites, satellite inspection and in- 
terception satellites (killing the latter 
by a variety of methods such as 
beams from giant solar collectors, ex- 
cessive radiation doses from nuclear 
explosions, proton and electron beams, 
and even the use of paint, sand and 
pebbles as anti-orbital garbage). 

The civil, or commercial, exploita- 
tion of space greatly interests us, in 
Britain, for it holds excellent prospects 
of financial reward from an invest- 
ment in developing the vehicles and 
satellites. 

The nature of our civilization will 
change as a result of the weather 
forecasting and reporting facilities 
offered by satellites such ag Tiros. 
Air and sea navigation will be made 
more accurate and safer through de- 
velopments of the Transit type of 
satellite. But it is in the field of com- 
munications that there is at present 
the best chance of direct utilization of 
space. 

Communication links are actually 
working by way of the American 
Echo I passive satellite and the 
Courier delayed-transmission satellite, 
and the moon has been in use for 
some time as a natural reflecting sat- 
ellite; this atids realism and urgency 
to industrial proposals to develop such 
systems.

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URGENT AIRPORT 
~ NEEDS TOLD BY 
PILOTS’ GROUP 
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By SAM B. ARMSTRONG

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—Offi- 
cers of the Air Line Pilot's Asso- 
ciation appeared today before 
the Senate Aviation subcommit- 
tee to document allegations that 
half of the airports in the United 
States need immediate improve- 
ment and expansion and that 
federal effort to keep pace with 
the growth of commercial avia- 
tion has been ‘‘completely in- 
adequate.”’ 

“We believe that a major 
effort must be made to improve 
the airport and terminal area 
facilities of this country without 
further delay,’’ Clarence N. 
Sayen, president of the pilots’ 
union told the subcommittee, 
which is conducting a hearing 
on air safety and accident in- 
vestigation. Air carrier accident 
deaths reached a new high of 
499 fatalities last year. 

‘This is a project of emer- 
gency proportions and must be 
approached vigorously or the 
safety and efficiency of our air 
transportation system will be 
severely handicapped,’ Sayen 
asserted. 

The problem of providing ade- 
quate facilities at air terminals, 
where, he pointed out, 
cent of accidents occur, is one of 
the most critical, he said. Sayen | 
attributed the crisis to repeated 
reductions in appropriations 
sought for airport construction | 


and air traffic control. He said | 


that throughout the Eisenhower | 
Administration apropriations for | 
nirport construction were reduced 
and, until the last two years, 
when public sentiment was 
aroused by air crashes, requests 
for funds for radar installations 
and research and development | 
went unheeded by the White | 
House in its budget-balancing 
efforts.

pointed out. 

‘This demonstrates shocking 
neglect when you consider that 
the Federal Government has | 
assumed the entire responsibility | c 
in this-area and that 75 per cent 
of the total revenue passenger 
miles flown in the entire world 
are flawn by United States air 
carriers,’ he said. 

“It is obvious that this com-

‘Financial requirements are

‘Tough Cop’ Quits Over Matter of Principle 


New York Commissioner Kennedy Lost Battle With Mayor but Won Moral Victory

NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (UPI). 

STEPHEN PATRICK KEN- 
NEDY, steely-eyed and grim- 
jawed, is a cop. 

He’s a cop without a badge 
today, but no one expects this 
to be for very long. 

Kennedy gave up his $25,000- 
a-year job this week as boss of 
the 24,000 man New York City 
police force because of a char- 
acteristic trait—one which has 
kept him in hot water almost 
constantly. 

When he feels he is right he'll 
never back down and no amount 
of pressure or pleading has ever 
been able to change the mind of 
the tough 5 foot 10-inch 200- 

er—something which has 
ght him the respect of even 
his most bitter enemies. 

The clash which put him tem- 
porarily among the ranks of the 
unemployed (with an annual 
pension of $13,836) was typical 
of his career. 

He on the Mayor, lost 
the big battle but won the moral 
victory. 


Up for reappointment as po- 
lice commissioner for another 
five years, Kennedy told 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner he 
wouldn’t take the job unless 
Wagner eed to back 
his bar on patrolmen holding 
outside jobs and pushed im- 
mediately and hard for a $600- 
a-year pay boost for his men. 


It seemed like a simple 
enough request. The Mayor 
promised. 

Kennedy wasn’t happy. Prom- 
ises weren't enough. 

“Fine words,” he said, meant 
nothing. He wanted action on 
the pay boosts. And he wanted 
the pay scale worked out in 

a way that his men were 
paid more than the city’s 12,000 
firemen (who are permitted to 
hold outside jobs). 

The Mayor told Kennedy to 
boss the police; that he, Wagner, 
would run the city. 

Kennedy put on his hat and 
walked out. 

Kennedy didn’t get the raise 
for his men, but he went out of 
office fighting for them—a mar- 
tyr to the job he had made his 
career. 

Proud, unbending, . managing 
to cover himself with glory even 
while losing his job, he left him- 
self in an excellent bargaining 
position for another job in the 
same line of work. 


Kennedy, iron-fisted in his 
operation of the nation’s larg- 
est police force, took delight 
in telling interviewers that “I 


didn’t take this job to win 
popularity contests.” 


The graying, chain-emoking 
Kennedy was right about his 
popularity among the rank and 
file members of the force, but to 
the 8,000,000 residents of the city 
he was a deeply man 
whom they trusted to protect 
them. 

Woe betide the cop caught with 
his hand in the till, or even duck- 
ing off his beat for a quick 
smoke. 

The soft-spoken Kennedy's 
wrath, swift and sure, came 
down like a bolt of lightning. 
For the crooked cop, dismissal 
from the fu rce, and—if the evi- 
dence was available—a jail sen- 
tence. For the unfit or loafing 
cop—dismissal or heavy depart- 
mental fines. 

Despite the $25,000-a-year 
salary he drew annually for the 
five and one-half years he held 
the commissionership, he con- 
tinued to live an almost Spar- 
tan existence with his wife, the 
former Hortense Goldenberger, 
in the house they bought for 
$5000 in the depression years in 
a residential area of the city. 
He isn’t a man used to luxury.

Walk your beat, 
don’t get in any trouble with 
the sergeant, keep yourself 
from getting killed and in 20 
years you can retire at half pay. 

This was not for hard-as-nails 
Kennedy. 

The after-hours studying con- 


tinued and his rise through the 


ranks wag steady—sergeant in 
1937; Keutenant in 1940; captain 
in 1945. 

More study, more midnight oil 
burned poring over books. This 
paid off in a law degree for 
Kennedy at the age of 46. 

He had finally made the rank 
of inspector in 1951 and four 
years later he was picked to 
run the department—a special 
honor, since, more often than 
not, the job had gone in. the 
past to political appointees. 

Even at the top of the heap, 
there was no rest for Kennedy. 
He soon found himself in a 
corner swinging in ali directions. 

Kennedy told his men to ease 
off on the use of nightsticks—to 
use diplomacy instead of crack- 
ing skulls. 

The city council got into the 
act and asked for freer use of 
the nightstick to cut down hood- 
lumism. 


Kennedy bluntly, forcefully and 
publically told the council to 
mind its own business. The coun- 
cil shut up. 


The commissioner attended 
an annual communion break-

Kennedy didn’t turn his face.

Kennedy has always been 
proud of being a cop—and call- 
ing himself one. 

The crusty boss of the F.B.I. 
once decried the use of the word 
“‘cop’’ to describe policemen. 

“J. Edgar Hoover doesn’t like 
the term,” says Kennedy. “I 
think it fits.”

The objection to too much 
home teaching is not only that 
the child may become bored, 
but there may aiso be built up a 
resistance to Jearning which will 
make the teacher’s job more dif- 
ficult later on. 

There is a job for you at 
home, however, and it is im- 
portant, too. You can give your 
child a background of words and 
ideas which will be helpful to 
him in school. Encourage him‘to 
speak clearly, explain the cor- 
rect names of things around him 
and their uses, supply words 
when he is ‘‘stuck,’’ answer his 
questions—even the silly ones, 
such as “‘Why are you so fat?”

Clarissa Start 
Too Few Volunteers 
For Good Causes 


T'TERE’S AN OLD SAYING to the effect that the world is 
full of willing workers—those willing to work and those willic< 
to let them. A Mrs. A. who called me last week has been 
finding this ail too true. 

“T’m a chairman for one 
of the health fund drives,” 
she said, “and I'm having 
a terrible time getting 
volunteers. Women give 
me the feeblest excuses 
and some of them aren't 


even civil. They hang up 


the phone before I've fin- 
ished my request. 

“It isnt es if they're 
too busy, either. A lot of 
them sit on their fat pos- 
teriors and do nothing but 
when you ask them to give 
an afternoon or an evening 
of their time to collect 
for a worthy cause they 
can't be bothered. 

“Of course we all know 
there are too many 
drives,” she continued, 
“but there's still a great 
need for these health or- 
ganizations. One drive just isn't enough for all. Women with 
ehildren are grateful to Jonas Salk but he never could have 
developed his polio vaccine if it hadn't been for a jot of volun- 
teers going around door to door on fund drives.” 


“Too many drives” is a subject, like the weather, 
which attracts wide discussion but very little action. 
Richard Carter in his new book, “The Gentle Le- 
gions” (Doubleday) which tells of the problems of the 
health organizations and the “‘gentle legions,’”’ the wom- 
en volunteers, quotes Alexis de Tocqueville who thinks 
Americans “are the most peculiar people in the 
world.”

“In a local community,"’ wrote De Tocqueville, ‘‘a citizen 
may conceive of some need which is not being met. What 
does he do? He goes across the street and discusses it with 
his neighbor. Then what happens? A committee comes into 
existence and the committee begins functioning in behalf of 
that need.” 

Thig attitude on the part of Americans goes back to our 
pioneer traditions of neighborly helpfulness and most of us 
think it’s a laudable trait. Concern for the less fortunate has 
led to a double horned dilemma, however. As women un- 
burden their woes in letters and phone calls I hear these two 
problems (A) the problem of being overorganized, usually 
voiced by the woman who has let heart overrule head and 
now finds she has no leisure left for herself or her family, 
and (B) the problem voiced by Mrs. S., of finding volunteers 
because everyone she asks is in position (A). 


What’s the solution? Last time we asked this ques- 
tion in a column we received almost as many ideas 
as letters. Some favored one big drive for health 
agencies. Others felt that this destroyed one’s incentive 
to give, that they wanted to know their dollars were 
going to a certain cause, not an anonymous multiplic- 
ity of them. Some suggested a neighborhood co-opera- 
tion whereby many women would divide the work, 
others wanted a single “health chairman” to collect 
for all. Whether by design or intent, many women like 
Mrs. S. find they’re the soft touch for everyone, 


“Right now it’s cancer,”’ she said, ‘‘but I’m also working 
on muscular dystrophy and heart and will be on leukemia.” 

This has its problems, too. Neighbors greet the single- 
handed volunteer with a caustic, ‘‘What, you again?” 

“But I don’t care,” said Mrs. S. ‘‘When they say to me, 
"What, you again?’ I say, ‘Yes, me again and do you know 
why?

St. Louis Priests, Nuns at Work in Bolivia 


Theyre Serving Two Parishes in La Paz Area, Building

CATHOLIC MEN and women 
from St. Louis are providing a 
remarkable lift to the church 
here in La Paz, in neighbor- 
hoods of the truly poor where 
they are much needed and much 
appreciated. 

The mission, a pioneering en- 
terprise tried here for the first 
time by any diocese in the 
United States, and perhaps for 
the first time by any diocese in 
the world, is in its fifth year. 

At this point it is nearing a 
pinnacle of achievement, for a 
new church building and rectory 
are nearing completion—all with 
money sent regularly from St. 
Louis. 

The mission here is unusual in 
that it is staffed by diocesan 
priests, whose primary aim in 
life until they came here had 
been a career as parish priests 
in St. Louis—nowhere else. But 
now they have a new life, a chal- 
lenge to their qualities and their 
devotion, and they are. making 
much of it. 

Dean of the group is the Rev. 
Andrew A. Kennedy, whose first 
job more than 30 years ago was 
that of a copy boy at the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The others are his assistants 
in Cristo Rey (Christ the King) 
parish here, the Revs. Joseph 
Ryan and Edward Feuerbacher; 
and the Rev. Andrew B. Schier- 
hoff, pastor of the nearby parish 
of Viacha, and his assistants, the 
Revs. David A. Ratermann and 
Daniel P. Stretch. Three nuns 
who ‘came from St. Louis to help 
in the work are Sister Christo- 
pher, who arrived 18 months 
ago, and Sisters Vera and Ines, 
who have been here six months. 

Many other priests from the 
United States are serving in 
Bolivia. In fact there are about 
100 Americans altogether among 
approximately 600 priests caring 
for an almost solid Catholic 
population of about 3,500,000 
people. These include 60 Mary- 
knpllers, who are missionaries 
primarily and others from Cana- 
d& Spain, Italy, Germany, Bel- 
gitm and The Netherlands. 

e St. Louis group came to 
Bolivia because Cardinal Joseph 
E. Ritter, Archbishop of St. 
Louis, was favorable to an idea 
advanced in 1956 by the Papal 
Nuncio to La Paz—that diocesan 
priests be sent into the foreign 
field, on a voluntary basis. 

So far as is known here, the 
only other diocese to send its 
men and women out in this way 
is that of La Crosse, Wis. 

When Father Kennedy and his 
associates arrived more than 
four years ago two new parishes 
were carved out for them—one 
embracing some 20,000 souls liv- 
ing in huts and hovels and some 
slightly better homes reaching 
from. the center to the ofiter 
limits of La Paz, and the other 
on the Altiplano just outside the 
city and about 1000 feet higher. 

La Paz is in a cup of the 
Andes, at an altitude of about 
12,500 feet. The Altiplano is a 
broad, level plateau that extends 
for hundreds of miles southeast 
of Lake Titicaca, at an altitude 
about 13,500 feet above sea level.

The parish there, on the rim 
overlooking La Paz, is Viacha. 

The Viacha parish has a popu- 
lation of about 50,000, and ex- 
tends for 30 miles. 


Here in La Paz, in Cristo 
Rey parish, a great and his- 
toric event is about to occur. 
The parish is about to get its 
first proper church building. 
Construction is in progress, 
and it should be finished by 
late July or in August. 

The church is being built, at 
a cost of more than $100,000, 
by funds supplied by the St. 
Louis diocese. Money for the 
rectory, being built alongside, 
is from the St. Louis priests. 


These structures are to be of 
brick and concrete. The archi- 
tect is a Bolivian who was edu- 
cated in the United States. 


Father Kennedy has one high 
hope in connection with the 
forthcoming dedication of the 
church. The building will be 
finished by Aug. 25—Feast of St. 
Louis day. It is hoped that Car- 
dinal Ritter will come to La Paz 
and bless it on that day. 

Father Kennedy is proud of 
his parish and if possible even 
prouder of the St. Louis diocese 
that sent €nd supports him and

the others in their difficult work. 
He tells of a conversation he 
had with Cardinal Ritter, 
Archbishop, when this 
taking was proposed. It 
been decided that the priests to 
be considered for the assign- 
ment should be those having 
five years of experience in the 
priesthood but no more than 10. 
Father Kennedy had been a 
priest for 17 years, but it so 
happened that. he had _ studied 
Spanish along with his Greek.

He was told that his sugges- 
tions would be considered. And 
at last he saw a smile come 
over the Archbishop's face, and 
he heard the decision:

“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Can coronary thrombosis be con- 
sidered a freak happening? Can it occur in a perfectly healthy 
person? Does a blood clot form somewhere to plug up a 
heart artery, or is there a vs somewhere in the 

Kee ; eee §€=—s body _ that causes it? 
What can be done to 
protect against it? Also, 
if it is a freak happening, 
why does it usually occur 
in people over 40? Also 
are there many people 
with clots in the body that 
simply don’t happen . to 
hit the heart artery?

No, it’s by no means 
a freak. Heart attacks 
iy ys such as you cite often 
SEEM to strike 
DR. MOLNER hetkthy poodle. How- 
ever, a coronary thrombosis (clogging of the coronary 
artery, feeding the heart muscle) does not occur in a 
PERFECTLY healthy person. 


Some hardening of the arteries is almost always present. 
The walls of the arteries have, over the years, become more 
or less thickened. This may be consi‘lerable or it may be 
moderate. Sometimes we find that at some point an artery 
may have been reduced to a fraction of its original size. Ob- 
viously such a reduced passageway can become plugged much 
more readily. 

It isn’t a matter of clots drifing around in everybody’s 
bloodstream, and a lethal gamble as to whether they lodge 
sorbewhere. If there is a clot afloat (we call it an embolus) 
it has originated in some diseased or otherwise disturbed site 
somewhere in the body. It usually originates fairly close to 
the spot where it lodges, when a thrombosis occurs. Some 
fault in the blood chemistry may increase the clotting poten- 
tial of the blood. 


Some factor may tend to constrict the already en- 
crusted arteries. Some drugs have varying effects. 
Nicotine is known to constrict some of the smaller 
blood vessels; it is difficult to find out for certain what 
effect, or how much effect, smoking may have on the 
coronary arteries. 


Such coronary attacks are not limited to those past 40. 
Admittedly they are rare in young persons, but they have been 
reported even in children. It isn’t just aryl ant age brings 
or fosters some of the conditions involved.

Monitoring the Astronauts

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28 


DEVELOPMENTS in biologi- 
cal instrumentation destined to 
affect our lives in the future 
were revealed in a series of sig- 
nificant papers presented before 
the American Rocket Society's 
Washington meeting. 

Monitoring the vital physio- 
logical functions in the human 
being, such as in the héart, brain 
and kidneys, appears feasible as 
a result of techniques perfected 
to learn how animals behave 
when subjected to the stresses 
of launching, orbital flight and 


re-entry into the atmosphere of 
the earth. 


Douglas Aircraft Co. Is pro- 
ducing a “mini-sensor” to 
measure the physical and 
physiological responses of jet 
pilots which in turn they hope 
will point the way to monitor- 
ing the reactions of astro- 
nauts. Employing the latest 
electronic micro - miniaturiza- 
tion techniques, they have de- 
veloped an instrument about 
the size of a nickel which 
when secured directly to a 
pilot’s chest automatically 
broadcasts heart data to a ra- 
dio receiver 50 feet away. 


This is one of many miniature 
devices which are being devel- 
oped to be placed directly on 
astronauts. However, this is but 
the first step in a long-range 
program. While acquiring the 
information is not difficult, the 
processing of the data represents 
a bottleneck. The use of high 
speed computers could mate- 
rially help the study. 

Toward this end a “heart ma- 
chine” has been developed which 
reports instantly on a display 
panel whether a subject has a 
normal heartbeat or is a victim 
of one of the four major cardiac 
disorders. 

The machine to the 
heartbeat and compares. the 
sound of a subject's heart with 
the sound of normal or abnormal 
heart sounds. There are star-

In still another co-operative 
program headed by Spacelabs 
Inc., of California, a tiny per 
manem radio transmitter was 
placed inside a six-pound rhesus 
monkey and again physiological 
reactions were broadcast to a 
remote receiver. The objective 
of this program was to see 
whether a monkey with internal 
instrumentation could be subject 
to the various stresses of getting 
him into space without disrupt- 
ing the delicate devices implant- 
ed in him. 

I spoke to Kenneth R. Eppele, 
technical director for the Wyle 
Laboratories in California, where 
the environmental testing took 
place. He tells a fascinating 
story of how this testing resulted 
in answers so important to the 
space medicine doctors. 


Surgical operations were per- 
formed on the animal to implant 
an instrument to transmit car- 
diograms. After an uneventful 
recovery period the animals 
were subjected to the various 
physical tests.

The emperor held his power 
for 40 years after the title of 
Augustus was granted to him. 
A summer month—August— wag 
named in his honor. He wanted 
his month to be just as long as 
Julius (July), so a. day was 
stolen from the calendar to give 
to August.
